Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, alluded to the 
condition of the South under Republiean 
rule. The years after the close of the war he 
stood in the polls in his county for five years 
und saw crowds of colored men march up and 
take possession of them, their leaders having 
drawn swords; he stood in the capital of his 
State and saw United States troops interfere 
in civil affairs, and no Republican then ever 
expressed commiseration for the white man 
who was suffering. Mr. Hooker quoted from 
the speech of Mr. Garfield wherein he charged 
that it was the purpose of the Democracy to 
againsubvert the Government and reminded 
them that they were bere by the grace and 
kindness of the Republican party. He, Mr. 
Hooker, thanked God that they were 
here not by the grace of the Republican party 
but through the will of the people. 

Mr. Price, of Iowa, inquired whether the 
Republican party, witha two-thirds ma- 
jority in both houses, had not removed 
the disabilities of the gentlemen of the 
South, and enabled them to take their seats 
here. 

Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, replied that if 
the terms of the surre::der had been faithfully 
carried out, the disabilities would have been 
removed long before they were.

THE KING’S BROTHER APPROACHES. 

As we approached the kraal Dabulamanzi, 
the King’s brother, came forth to meet us, 
attended by a select body of greasy Kaflirs. 
Heisa handsome man, well featured, with 


most beautiful teeth, tall, graceful and fine- 


limbed and stately, and, as one migh say, 
aristocratic in manner. He does not display any 
plebeian curiosity at the unusual sight of whi e 
men, but reeeives us with the grave courtesy 
of royal blood. His dress, though limited in 
extent, is of finer quality than that of the 
other Kaflirs, the few strips of skin and tails 
which compose it having belonged originally 


to the tigers and tiger cats which had fallen 


a victim to his skill with the rifle. a skill 
which he afterwards displayed remarkably

His name, Dabulamanzi, signifies to divide 
waters,’’ denoting his skill as a swimmer. 
We returned to the royal kraal with 
Dabulamanzi, and were honored with an 
interview With the great King of the Zulus, 
Cetywayo. 
A DESCRIPTION OF CETYWAYO. 

His Majesty is by no means as handsome as 
his brother, but is rather adipose and inelined 
to rotundity. -He was lying in his hut in an 
attire exceedingly scanty even for a Kaffir, on 
a mat composed of skins, and his head resting 
on a wooden pillow or iow stool with ten or 
twelve legs, carved from a single log and look- 
ing like a sort of ligneous centipede. He re- 
ceived us witha kind of grunt of approval, 
but did not do us the honor of rising. His hut 
was comparatively empty that day, as many of 
his sttendants were preparing the royal bag- 
gage and effects for removal to his winter resi- 
dence further inland. We expressed a wish 
for some amassi or sour milk. which an 
attendant brought us, with some wooden

Boston is threatened with the loss of its 
Music Hall. This the largest hall in the city, 
is the depository of the great organ, of which, 
perhaps, you may have heard; contains the 
statue of Beethoven and has een the scene of all 
the great art and society even s cf reernt ye iis. 
It is a magnificent affair in its cubical arva, is 
finely arranged for musical performances and 
is very imposing when filled with people ia 
other gatherings. Its immense height has in- 
jured it for lectures and other addresses, and 
us it was more than twenty-five years since it
